PETITION 
RELATING TO FILING DATE 

1. Applicants hereby submit this petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.181, together 
with check in payment of a fee of $130. Please charge any insufficiency in 
fee to Deposit Account 14-0711. 

2. Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner for a determination that 

(a) the above referenced application filed on 10/31/97 was complete, 
within the meaning of 35 USC 371; and; 

(b) under PCT Article 11(3), 35 USC 371, and 37 CFR 1.53(f), the 
effective US filing date of the application is 1 April 1997. 

3. Applicants request refund of the petition fee submitted herewith because 
the application was complete * 



4. Background 

Applicants filed International application No. PCT/US97/05320 on 1 April 
1997, designating US, DE and GB. On 10/9/97 the International Bureau 
communicated the application to the USPTO. 

Applicants entered the US national stage by a filing on October 31, 1997, 
That date is the date of deposit by express mail of a transmittal letter, 
declaration, amended claims, formal drawings, and fee. 

The 10/31/97 documents asserted that the specification had been previously 
deposited with the Commissioner pursuant to PCT Rule 47.1(c). A copy of 
the specification was thus not submitted on 10/31/97. 
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On 7/15/98 a Notice of Incomplete Application was sent to applicants. It 
stated that the specification was missing, and was required within 2 
months. (The notice was dated nine months after the date of express mail 
deposit by applicants.) 

Applicants have now submitted a copy of their PCT specification (including 
also the claims and drawings) in response to the Notice, without admitting 
that the application was incomplete. 



5 . Argument 

Applicants submit that on 10/31/97, the PTO was in possession of the 
specification and that, with the filing of the declaration, etc., the 
application was therefore complete. 

The PTO received applicants' specification on October 9, 1997 from the 
International Bureau of WIPO. See Form PCT/1B/308 attached, which was also 
included with applicants' 10/31/97 filing. The Form indicates that the 
application has been communicated to the designated Office of the US. "The 
designated Office is the national Office (for example, the USPTO)..." MPEP 
1801. 

Applicants' declaration sent on 10/31/97 specifically referred to, and thus 
incorporated, the PCT specification which had been transmitted by WIPO to 
the USPTO, by number and filing date. Copy attached. 

Therefore, on 10/31/97, the PTO had in its possession the specification. 
To commence the national stage, 35 USC 371(c)(2) says that a copy of the 
international application ought be filed "unless — already communicated by 
the International Bureau". Since such had already taken place, applicants 
were not required to submit another copy of the specification. 

Consequently, under 35 USC 371 applicants met all the requirements for 
commencing the national stage on 10/31/97 and the filing date ought to be 
the filing date of the PCT application. 

Granting of the petition and refund of the petition fee is respectfully 
requested.
